New computer compounds problem

A new computer system plagued 
with bugs, compounded with poor 
accounting procedures practiced 
over many years and inadequate 
information given department heads 
in preparing their individual 
budgets, have been termed 
primarily responsible for the 
financial dilemma now facing the 
City of Romulus. 

That was the capsule analysis 
given by Hugh Kolman of Doyle Litt 
of Troy, the accounting firm which 
has prepared many of the annual 
audits for the city. 

Kolman has performed audits for 
the city since 1974 with the exception 


of 1976 and 1977 when other ac- 
counting firms were selected by City 
Council for those functions. 

Put simply, Kolman explained, 
Romulus has a net worth of about $21 
million, but as of June 30, 1979, is 
$620,609 in the red in its operating 
fund. He said that that includes 
everything in the city operation with 
the exception of the water and sewer 
fund. 

However, if the water and sewer 
fund, or enterprise fund as it is more 
commonly called, is figured in, 
Romulus is more than $5 million in 
deficit, Kolman said. As of last June, 
the water and sewer fund was 
$4,463,000 in deficit. 

The $5 million deficit figure does 
not include money which the city 


other districts also striking — 
Woodhaven and Southgate — 
revealed that striking teachers 
have defied a court order to go 
back to work. The defiance could 
cost striking teachers fines or 
jailings should the courts order 
those penalties. 

Romulus, Woodhaven, Southgate 
and Gibraltar school districts went 
on strike March 10 after bargaining 
to reach new teacher contracts had 
failed. All four districts are 
members of the 14-member WC- 
MEA/NEA, a new organization 
formed last year with the hopes of 
gaining increased leverage at the 
bargaining table. 

Interim Romulus School Supt. 
Marvin Fischer announced recently 
that at least 50 Romulus teachers 
will be laid off regardless of what 
type of new contract settlement is 
reached. He said the layoff would 


Van Buren Public Schools’ Supt. 
Elvin Peets last week disclaimed 
any knowledge that local teachers 
would leave their duties to support a 
layoff of 50 Romulus teachers. 

Interim Romulus School Supt 
Marvin Fischer had announced 
recently that at least 50 teachers 
face layoff to balance the budget 
regardless of what type of contract 
settlement is reached in the 
Romulus school district. 

The Romulus school system has 
been shut down since March 10 when 
teachers there and in three other 
nearby school districts went on 
strike to protest working without a 
new' contract. 

Some Van Buren School District 
parents had told the Roman that 
their children had come home from 
school saying they had heard their 
teachers would walk off jobs in 


owes and currently is being 
disputed, such as the nearly $1 
million which Wayne County claims 
Romulus owes for contractual police 
services performed by the Sheriffs 
Department. 

A partial breakdown of other 
funds related to the day-to-day 
operation of Romulus city govern- 
ment revealed: General fund — 
$149,000 deficit; special revenue 
fund — $269,000 deficit; debt service 
fund — $1,800,000 surplus; capital 
projects fund — $122,000 surplus; 
special assessments fund — $27,800 
deficit; enterprise fund — $4,463,000 
deficit; and internal service fund — 
$175,000 deficit.

be made so the school board could 
balance its budget under existing 
millage levied. 

Last announced reports from 
both the teachers union and the 
school system show both sides still 
far apart. The board reportedly has 
offered teachers a salary hike of 26 
percent over the next three years, 
while WC-MEA/NEA is demanding 
34 percent for the same period. 

Both sides in prepared releases 
and literature being distributed are 
telling parents that they are 
making every effort to resolve the 
crisis and get students back to 
school as soon as possible. 

The strike in the four school 
districts is being watched with 
great interest from all quarters of 
the state. Action taken and results 
obtained could very well set a 
precedent for other areas where 
similar contract disputes are and 
will be waged. 


support of the Romulus teacher 
strike. 

“I have no knowledge of teachers 
from our school district going out in 
support of a layoff in Romulus,” Dr. 
Peets told the Roman last week. 

The Van Buren School District is 
oneof the 14 districts which make up 
the newly-formed Wayne County- 
Michigan Education Association- 
National Education Association 
(WC-MEA-NEA). The new body 
through its large membership of 
teachers hope to gain leverage at the 
bargaining table in contract talks. 

Also joining Romulus early this 
month in the strike were three other 
school districts picked by the WC- 
MEA-NEA as target districts for the 
action to force new contract set- 
tlements. They are Gibraltar, 
Woodhaven and Southgate 


Instead, he has been contracted by 
the city to serve as a management 
consultant for his firm. In that 
capacity, he will set up new financial 
procedures, assist in making the 
transition from an old-fashioned 
posting machine to an electronic 
computer, and serve as a sort of 
acting finance director. 

However, the city recently hired 
Richard Sullivan as its new finance 
director, and Kolman no longer 
performs those duties. 

Compounding all of the city’s 
current financial problems are 
difficulties it is having with the new 
B-80 Burroughs computer system it 
purchased last year for $64,000. 

Kolman was supported in his 
contention by Clerk Leonard J. 
Folmar. Both said the giant elec- 
tronics company has thus far failed 
to work out problems with the 
computer itself and with financial 
procedures which the firm promised 
to set up 

Despite all of the financial deficits 
and problems encountered by the 
city, Kolman is optimistic about the 
future. 

‘‘The council has again approved 
Doyle Litt to perform its yearly 
audit, it hired Mr. Sullivan to fill the 
finance director vacancy, the 
treasurer (Beverly McAnally) is 
implementing new procedures, the 
derk is putting a new payment 
s^tem into effect and the pur- 
chasing department is cooperating 
to save money,” he emphasized. 

Kolman said a new budgeting 
method recently adopted will 
proride “historical” information to 
department heads that will enable 
them to prepare more realistic 
budgets. 

In past years, he stressed, 
department heads often asked for 
budget appropriations from council 
mainly on the basis of what they 
would need for the coming fiscal 
yea.-, lie said this was done with 
litt* * :f any thought being given to 
how much n oney was available, if 
the department had been running in 
the red in previous years, and if 
money could be saved in some in- 
stances by wise purchasing. 

Singling out the sewer and water 
fund, Kolman said that, in addition 
to high repair and replacement costs 
of equipment, realistic rates have 
not always been charged by the 
department to local users. 

“I have been told that the city 
normally has passed on sewer and 
water rate increases from the city of 
Detroit. If it has, then the rates were 
too low- to begin with,” he explained. 

Kolman said that in some years 
the sewer and water fund has been 
used to partially subsidize the city’s 
general fund. 

He stressed that there is no 
penalty for operating the sewer and 
water fund at a deficit. 

“The city can operate the sewer 
and water fund at a loss and sub- 
sidize it from the general fund. It 
can operate it at zero profit or 
operate it as a profit-making 
operation to help subsidize the 
general fund,” Kolman explained. 

The $620,609 deficit in the city’s 
operating fund for the last fiscal 
year compares with about a 
$1,000,000 shortage in 1978, he said, 
when Romulus used about $700,000 of 
county money for city purposes. 

Kolman said that with the 
cooperation of all persons involved 
in the city’s financial operation he 
has “good expectations” and that he 
believes the city “will come out 
okay”. 

Kolman was asked how long it 
would take for Romulus to emerge 
from the financial woes it is now 
facing. 

“If the people who formulate 
policy strive for a zero balance 
without distress to city residents, it 
will take about eight to 10 years,” he 
estimated. 

He termed the city’s financial 
condition as “poor”, but far from 
“desperate or catastrophic”. 

“It is heartening to see people 
pulling together,” he commented. 
“Persons in management and non- 
management positions with the city 
are now coming up with ideas on 
how Romulus can save money.” 

Also, on the plus side, he added, 
when the computer’s problems are 
resolved, the finance director will be 
in a position to provide the city 
administration, council, and 
department heads with more up-to- 
date information on the city’s 
current financial status. 

Previously, he said, such financial 
reports were three to five months in 
coming With proper operation of the 
new' computer, such information will 
be available in about five days, he 
said 

Kolman also pointed out that 
Romulus, like many other com- 


munities. is in limbo about some of 
its revenue sources due to currently 
announced changes from 
Washington, D.C.

Judge orders "intensive' 
bargaining in school strike 


Wayne County Circuit Court 
Judge Robert Colombo Monday 
ordered the union representing 
Romulus teachers and the school 
administration into “intensive 
bargaining” as of 9 a m. Tuesday 
(yesterday). 

Al Gaiss, spokesperson for the 
Wayne County-Michigan Education 
Association/National Education As- 
sociation (WC-MEA/NEA), said 
Judge Colombo ordered both sides 
to' report back to his court at 11 
am. Thursday (tomorrow) to in- 
form him on “progress or lack of 
progress” in bargaining talks. 

Gaiss said the school ad- 
ministration last Thursday 
presented its side of the bargaining 
dispute, and when court resumed 
Monday morning, the judge or- 
dered the intensive bargaining 
talks to begin.

“Order splitting” by Raymond Cantrell, Romulus purchasing director, was 
ruled not in violation of the city charter when he bought Christmas decorations 
last year from a Frankenmuth firm. 

Although Charles Lowther, city attorney, said Cantrell’s actions were bor- 
derline, he said he did not believe he could be criminally prosecuted suc- 
cessfully. 

Questioning of $3,367.28 in Christmas decoration purchases by Cantrell was 
brought to the City Council’s attention March 25 by Councilman Ed Rush. 
Council asked Lowther for a legal opinion at its April 1 session. 

Rush contended the city charter specifically forbids the purchase of any item 
in excess of $750 without competitive bids. He cited several invoices from 
Bronner’s Christmas Decorations in Frankenmuth which stated: “Please note: 
Starter set ordered for $895.00, set priced on invoice separately to meet $750.00 
per invoice requirement.” 

However, council last week took no action after receiving the city attorney’s 
legal opinion.

Rush last Thursday told the Enterprise: “In the first place, the purchasi 
director should not have bought the Christmas decorations because of t 
severe cash shortage our city is facing 

“In the second place, if (Mr.) Cantrell did this to evade the city chart 
requirements, it is even worse.” 

Rush said Cantrell’s actions represented the type of practices which ha 
placed the city in the poor financial condition it is today. 

“The purchasing director’s actions showed no concern for overspending. Tl 
money would have been better spent for gravel for our roads,” Rush added. 

He said that as long as he sits on council he would not condone such pu 
chasing practices. The city should institute stricter controls on its purchasin 
he added. 

“If these purchasing violations are allowed to continue, the city should lex 
for a new purchasing director in the future,” Rush said. 

In his written legal opinion to council, Lowther said: “My investigation of tl 
facts reveal that all the Christmas items purchased were ordered on Sept 1 
1979, at one time from a single purchaser, without competitive bids being take 
The total purchases amounted to more than $3,300, but no individual iten 
were in excess of $750.” 

On the question of whether Cantrell’s actions were a criminal act, Lowth< 
said, ... the acts must be intentional violations to which a criminal intent mi 
be ascribed.” 

He said although indications showed that the “spirit and intent of the cha 
ter” had not been complied with, six separate purchase orders had bet 
prepared for distinct separate items. 

“The distinction found herein are as fine as the difference between ta 
avoidance, which is legal, and tax evasion, which is illegal,” the attorney 
opinion stated. 

Later on, his opinion said. “Although the entire set of expenditures may b 
subject to council criticism or rejection based upon appropriateness or need 
find that the manner of purchase was not an illegal act.” 

Contrary to an audit of city purchases made by the state treasurer in 1973 
which showed 18 items bought which cost more than $750 each, Lowther sail 
purchase of the Christmas decorations by Cantrell showed no such purchase 
in the present controversy. 

The attorney’s opinion, however, stated that it was apparent that orde 
splitting ...“has arisen and been permitted to continue for some time.” 

Lowther’s opinion concluded: “The actions taken were not illegal under th 
charter and based upon the length of time and frequency with which orde 
splitting’ has apparently been practiced, it would seem to have been implicit!' 
condoned by past council conduct.” 

The city attorney suggested that the city could establish more stric 
requirement for controlling purchases made on items on which bids an 
mandatory. Such new regulations, however, cannot be imposed retroactively 
he advised. 

Rush was not satisifed with the city attorney’s ruling He commented 
“Romulus needs tighter controls to eliminate reckless spending and wantor 
disregard for the city charter.”

The energy problem we face today is a complex one with equally complex 
solutions. 

However, it is not a new problem and there are solutions. Every society in 
history has had to deal with an energy problem of some kind, and more than 
likely energy will continue to pose problems for society in the foreseeable 
future. 

Each solution will involve “trade-offs” which will affect jobs, the 
economy, the environment and many other facets of our lifestyles, but the 
situation is not hopeless. 

One of today’s more abused terms is “energy shortage” which has been 
blamed for price increases, delays in meeting environmental standards and 
even used as a basis for military threats. 

Before deciding if the “energy shortage” is real or staged, it is necessary 
to consider national and world production and consumption patterns. 

The U S. had a surplus energy production in 1952 and was an exporter of 
energy sources. 

Since 1952, U.S. energy consumption has far exceeded production and 
today imports a significant portion of its energy sources. 

The U.S. shortfall between consumption and production is often referred to 
as an “energy shortage.” Western Europe had a shortfall in production in 
1952 as well as today. 

On the other hand, the Middle Eastern countries were exporters of energy 
sources in 1952 and have been increasing their exports. While the U.S. and 
Western Europe have experienced increasingly larger shortfalls between 
consumption and production of energy, the Middle East has had a surplus. 

In fact, an accurate accounting for all energy produced and consumed in 
the world during these years would show that they are approximately equal, 
with national deficits balanced by surpluses. Consequently, on a worldwide 
basis, production equals consumption and an “energy shortage” in this 
context does not exist. 

The “energy shortages” exist on national levels and are shortfalls be- 
tween the nation’s consumption and its production of energy sources. 

The “energy problem” is due to the composite of national energy shor- 
tages and surpluses. 

Today’s energy problem is a result of having more people on earth than 
ever before and with people using more energy than ever before. 

Both population and the amount of energy each person uses are continuing 
upwards 

Population has been increasing at approximately 2 percent per year 
throughout recent history. Two percent sounds relatively insignificant 
until it is realized that at this rate, the population of the world will double 
in thirty-five years. 

If each person were to be limited to using the same amount of energy each 
year, this could result in a doubling of our energy needs in the same thirty- 
five year span. 

The amount of energy each person uses has also contributed in a major 
way to the energy problem. 

This use has been growing at approximately 4 to 5 percent per year and 
has resulted in the average technological man of the 70’s being responsible 
for the use of twenty times as much energy each day as compared to pre- 
historic man whose only goal in life was survival. In addition to population 
beii^ a major factor in the energy problem, the U.S. population is of special 
concern, because Americans use so much more energy per person than the 
average person in the world. With only 6 percent of the word’s population, 
the U.S. accounts for 35 percent of the world’s energy consumption. 

In terms of energy demand, a 50 percent increase in U.S. population is 
equivalent to a much greater increase in the rest of the world’s population. 

In fact, if the rest of the world population used energy at the same rate as 
Americans, world wide energy production will need to increase 600 percent 
to meet the energy demand. 

There is a close relationship between gross national product (GNP) and 
energy consumption per person per year. The U.S. leads the world in both 
cases. One possible interpretation of this is that Americans enjoy the 
benefits of a larger GNP because their energy consumption is so high. 

However, this also means that if they do not alter their manufacturing 


Are you financially 
Prepared to retire? 


At what age will you retire? While 
retirement at age 65 or younger was 
normal several years ago, the in- 
creasing cost of living is a major 
reason why more and more people 
decide to work longer and postpone 
retirement. An inflation rate of 8 
percent would cut a retirement 
pension by 50 percent in nine years, 
so imagine what today’s inflation 
rate will do. Whatever your age now, 
it’s not too soon to begin thinking 
about when you plan to retire and 
how to plan financially for it. 

The three most important sources 
of your income are employer- 
provided retirement plans, Social 
Security benefits and private 
savings, 

There are many ways to sup- 
plement the steady income from 
these sources including incorne- 
producing assets such as stocks, 
bonds and real estate; income from 
a part-time job; surrendering life 
ireurance policies for their cash 
values then investing the money and 
selling art, stamp, coin collections 
or other valuables you own. 

Many secure old age by 
establishing an Individual 
Retirement Account (IRA), say the 
CPAs. This tax-sheltered account 
may be set up if you are not a par- 
ticipant in an . ' .. r’s qualified 

pension or profit aring plan. You 
are also eligible lor an IRA if you 
continue to work past age 65 and are 
no longer regularly accruing 
benefits under your employer’s 
plan. 

An IRA Rollover allows you to 
defer paying federal taxes on funds 
received from a qualified pension or 
profit-sharing plan until you with- 
draw the funds between the ages of 
59 ' 2 and TO 1 *. 

Living on a fixed retirement in- 
come while inflation increases can 
be disconcerting as is even thinking 
about it CPAs suggest keeping in 
mind that some items in your budget 
will either cost less or not be im- 


portant to you anymore when you 
retire. 

Examples of this include if your 
mortgage is paid off, the housing 
expenses will be less expensive to 
maintain; if you live in warmer 
climates there are fewer clothing 
and heating bills to contend with and 
food costs are generally lower for 
older people since they usually take 
in fewer calories than younger 
people. 

However, taxes will take their toll 
on your retirement income, perhaps 
more than you previously an- 
ticipated. As inflation pushes up 
prices and incomes, sales, property 
and income taxes also escalate. 

Few pension plans include 
automatic cost-of-living ad- 
justments for retirees, and when 
they do, the automatic increase 
feature is usually between two and 
three percent per year. 

Costs of medicine for people 65 and 
older average two and a half times 
higher than those for younger 
people. While Medicare will provide 
insurance for this and other medical 
expenses, additional coverage is 
necessary, the CPAs say. Have a 
clear idea of what benefits Medicare 
provides so you can buy sup- 
plemental insurance that offers a 
minimum of duplicate coverage. 

As retirement approaches, begin 
to collect documents to show your 
participation in the Social Security 
program including payments made 
into it during your final year of 
employment. To begin collecting 
benefits you’ll need, for yourself and 
your Spouse, proof of age, marriage 
and-or divorce. 

Also, it is wise to check with the 
Social Security Administration 
every three years to be sure your 
Social Security earnings are being 
accurately credited to your account. 

Mailing in postcard form OAR- 
7004, available at Social Security 
offices, will bring back a report on 
the status of your account. It’s a 
good idea, say the CPAs, to start 
checking this now before retirement 
begins. 


system, any decrease of energy going into the system will also result in a 
decrease of the GNP. 

A decrease in GNP means a decrease in quality of life, which can be 
correlated with a loss of jobs. This is important to remember as possible 
solutions to the energy problem are examined. 

When the amount of energy each person uses is multiplied by the number 
of people, the result is the demand for energy for each year. If the present 
U.S. trends of growth in population and in per capita energy use are ex- 
tended to the year 2000, and if optimistic assumptions are made of the ability 
of the U.S. to supply energy, a serious shortfall exists between U.S. energy 
production and consumption. The U.S. could import energy sources over and 
above the projected increases in energy imports. Energy technology could 
be developed at a greater pace than currently anticipated. The third ap- 
proach is Americans could choose to use less energy. If the U.S. chooses to 
import more energy, it will become more dependent on the rest of the world. 
If energy technology development is increased, the additional funds must be 
provided. 

The growth rate of energy consumption is also directly related to the 
population and per capita energy consumption. Therefore, the “potential 
energy shortage” can be eliminated by reducing the growth rate of energy 
consumption. 

Americans can stop population growth and-or reduce per capita energy 
consumption. If Americans produce children at a replacement rate of ap- 
proximately two children per family, zero population growth (ZPG) will not 
be achieved until approximately 2015 

The corresponding population will be slightly over 300 million. Hence, the 
time lag in achieving ZPG does not make the population approach, alone, 
feasible. 

If the family size returns to three children per family, as in the past, a 
much worse situation results. In addition, the outlook for population control 
in many other regions of the world is even less optimistic which indicates 
that limiting population growth will not be sufficient to eliminate a world 
wide energy shortage. 

There have been many change in the lifestyles of Americans that demand 
energy. For the most part, Americans have chosen cars over mass transit. 
In addition, American cars are large and inefficient and are used for making 
unnecessary trips. 

The results of this choice are a large manufacturing system and a 
tremendously mobile society. This approach to transportation is very costly 
in energy terms. 

We have decided that it is easier or cheaper to throw things away when 
they are no longer considered useful rather than recycling 

It takes 25 times as much energy to get beverages into the home when 
aluminum cans are thrown away as compared to being recycled. 

Products are often designed to become obsolete before wearing out. They 
are made to be thrown away instead of repaired when they are in need of 
repair. This results in high energy consumption. 

The U.S food production system is one of the most efficient in terms of 
food produced per farmer. It is also one of the least efficient in the world in 
energy terms due to increased mechanization, use of artificial fertilizers, 
and excessive packaging of food products. 

Devices that were considered as luxuries by most of the people a few' years 
ago have become recent necessities. Examples include air conditioning, 
frost free refrigerators, and many electrical devices that require energy to 
operate. Lifestyle changes in America have resulted in large increases in 
percapita energy consumption and an increase in the quality of life. 

U.S. energy consumption will increase as its resources are depleted. It will 
become necessary to go to remote places and dig deeper in the ground in 


order to find the remaining resources. This will require more energy ex- 
penditures than in the past just to attain the same level of materials 
production. 

Changes in U.S. technology have contributed to energy growth. Americans 
have increased their dependence on electricity to provide energy in homes 
and industries. While electricity is a very convenient form of energy, it is 
less efficient than other alternatives in many cases. 

As U.S. oil and gas reserves dwindle, the U.S. will be converting coal to 
synthetic oil and gas. Oil and gas are more convenient and environmentally 
acceptable. However, it takes energy to make these conversions and total 
energy consumption will increase even if the amount of oil and gas con- 
sumed is kept the same. 

Uncontrolled use of some fossil fuels results in pollution of the atmosphere. 
Pollution threatens the health and property of many people. As a nation, the 
U.S. has made a commitment to control air pollution. This will put new 
demands on our energy supply. 

Americans must make a commitment to provide this additional necessary 
energy if the goal of cleaning the environment is to be accomplished. 

Although the solutions to the energy problem are complex, they do exist 
and can be summarized by the three approaches. The first approach, 
making more energy available is something technology will have to do. 
Using energy more efficiently is the second approach; it will require 
cooperation between the technologists and society. 

More efficient energy consuming devices can be made by technology but 
society has to buy them. The third approach, reducing energy consuming 
activities, is something that the society will have to do.

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Cable 'rush' is on 

Area officials learn about new medium

The “blitz” is on in southeastern 
Michigan to get cities signed up for 
cable television, and city officials 
who have barely heard of the con- 
cept before are being lobbied by 
cable companies for the almighty 
franchise that would give a par- 
ticular company exclusive rights to 
lay cable in that town. 

Reacting to a need for in- 
formation, input and knowledge of 
what to do, what to ask, how to 
regulate and deal with the cable 
“gold rush,” as one harried public 
official put it, representatives from 
several dozen communities in 
southeast Michigan attended a day- 
long cable TV conference at the Troy 
Hilton last week. 

Among the cities represented 
were Wayne, Westland, Romulus, 
Inkster, Livonia, Dearborn and 
many others, some 230 delegates in 
all 

A featured speaker, panel 
member and workshop leader was 
Westland Mayor Thomas Taylor, 
who told delegates of the city’s plan 
to operate a municipally-owned 
cable television system that would 
also utilitze the 2-way capability of 
cable to install electronic fire, 
police, emergency medical sum- 
moning devices in Westland homes. 

The conference came about as a 
joint effort of several organizations 
— the Southeast Michigan Council of 


Governments (SEMCOG), the 
Michigan Association of Media in 
Education, plus Wayne-Westland 
Community Schools, the Wayne 
Oakland and Macomb Intermediate 
School Districts, Michigan 
Municipal League and Michigan 
Township Association. 

Wayne-Westland Schools media 
expert Tom Sharrard described the 
practical need for the conference at 
the beginning of the program, ex- 
plaining that 24 communities in 
southeast Michigan have already 
awarded franchises to cable com- 
panies for their communities, but 
that another 45 to 50 communities 
have yet to make a decision. 

Meanwhile, cabl£ companies are 
knocking on the doors of these 
communities, looking for that 
franchise. 

To help make informed and 
educated decisions, delegates from 
the cities heard information about 
the need to work with the local 
schools in a cable system, the im- 
portance of public access channels 
and local origination of programs, 
use of cable for schools and 
government, the need for 
cooperation among neighboring 
cities in interconnecting or joining 
forces for cable systems, how to 
write the ordinances awarding the 
franchise and how much money the 
city should get out of it. designing 
studio facilities for local 
origination, and a myriad of other 
topics. Not the least of the subjects 


covered was the basic explanation of 
what cable television is and how it 
has evolved over the years. 

Cable television offers upwards of 
40 channels that are brought into the 
home via wires, similar to telephone 
hook-ups, as compared to broadcast 
television stations that simply emit 
their signals over the general air- 
waves. The cable programs sent out 
over the wire are transmitted from a 
“head end” station, which is located 
in the area being served and gathers 
its programs via an “earth station” 
which gathers transmissions 
bounced off of satellites. 

A cable system in a city can be 
compared to a utility. Once a 
company gets the market, it is, for 
all practical purposes, a monopoly 
in that town. That is why the city 
must award a franchise to allow a 
company to come in, and why 
selecting the right company, on the 
right terms, is so important. 

Although cable originated as an 
entertainment medium, transmitted 
by wire because out-of-the-way 
towns could not pick up broadcast 


air waves of general stations, the 
possibilities of using cable for 
education, civic matters, as a public 
outlet for production of programs, 
and further (utilizing 2-way 
capabilities in and out of homes) to 
read water meters and sniff smoke 
detectors, are seen as very viable 
uses. 

Mayor Taylor told the delegates of 
Westland’s plan to own the system 
itself and use it to wire houses with 
home security systems, eventually 
causing home insurance rates in 
town to go down and making 
Westland the safest city in the 
county with instantaneous police, 
fire and emergency medical 
response at the touch of a button. 

He told the group of his plan to 
build the system in Westland on a 
“lease-purchase” arrangement, 
where the city would find a lender 
willing to finance construction and 
operation of the system, with the 
city paying a lease amount to it 
every year, then finally buying it off 
in the end 

That system will require the city 


to find an established, experienced 
cable company willing to manage 
the system on a contractual basis for 
Westland. 

This arrangement would leave the 
city itself without liability, because 
the full faith and credit of the city 
would not have to be pledged for the 
financing 

Taylor explained that he is 
currently working with a cable 
company to come up with a contract 
for management of the system, and 
has a time table that would put the 
final financial arrangements, 
operating contract and construction 
contract before the City Council b> 
May 1, have the deal closed by June 
1. be in the ground by July 1, and 
have the first phase operational by 
next Jan. 1. 

The system would operate in the 
red for the first several years, but be 
paid off and finally making the city 
money in eight years. 

The elaborate details and 
revolutionary thinking of Taylor’s 
plans, and the months and months of 
work that went into considering 


every angle of the plan, obviously 
came as a surprise to many of the 
officials of other cities who very 
likely only began thinking of cable 
recently, when the first cable 
company came knocking on their 
door 

But as Taylor emphasized, and as 
keynote speaker Nicholas Johnson, 
former Federal Communications 
Commission (FCC) member, 
chairman of the National Citizens 
Communications Lobby, and free- 
wheeling consumer advocate em- 
phasized. the purpose of the con- 
ference was to get the city officials 
thinking of all these options. In fact, 
cable television conferences seem to 
be all the rage these days. There 
have been at last three in recent 
months, sponsored by various 
groups, for city officials and persons 
in the industry, to educate those who 
will be making the decision about 
cable that will affect the future of 
the industry and the growing 
technology in all of Michigan and the 
country.

Out-county vows fight over plenned 
apportionment for charter pane! 


Canton and other suburban 
communities are very upset that 
new' districts for county com- 
missioners may be based on 1970 
census figures which give Detroit 15 
of the 27 commissioners. 

R. William Joyner, county com- 
missioner for the 27th district, has 
been leading the fight for more than 
a year to see that the 1980 census 
figures are used, which would give 
the suburban areas more “clout” in 
their never-ending battles with 
Detroit-based commissioners. 

This past week Northville City 
Council passed and sent on to Canton 
and other communities a resolution 
to go to court, if necessary, to see 
that the 1980 census is used for new 
districts. At its meeting Tuesday 
night. Canton trustees voted 
unanimously to join “Wayne County 
Communities for Equal represen- 
tation” in that legal action. 

Suburban communities point out 
that use of the 1970 census data to 
establish single-member Charter 
Commission districts is a violation 
of the “one man-one vote ap- 
portionment principle decreed by 
the U S. Supreme Court. 

Commissioner Joyner, whose 
district covers nine cities and 
townships, including Canton, led the 
fight Thursday to implement the 
1980 census figures as the basis for 
drawing Charter Commissioner 
districts. However, his efforts failed 
when the Detroit Commissioner- 
dominated board voted 17-5 to place 
the Charter Commission question on 
the August ballot based on 1970 
census figures

Seniors at Romulus Senior High 
School, as well as last year’s 
graduates, currently are being 
included in the planning for ef- 
fective vocational programs at the 
high school 

Inquiries as to what those 
students and graduates are doing 
now and how the school’s 
vocational programs met their 
needs will enable the high school to 
get a clear picture of the ef- 
fectiveness of the vocational 
education programs, a school 
spokesperson said. 


Some 464 follow-up question- 
naires were mailed to students and 
graduates last week.

‘‘The Charter Commissioners 
would draw up a charter, with 15 
commissioners from Detroit and 12 
from out-county,” Joyner said. “But 
yet, many people have moved to the 
suburbs, and we have a majority in 
out-Wayne County.” 

Joyner said that a year ago he 
warned that 1970 census figures 
would be used. “I said then that the 
out-county would be shafted, but no 
one believed me,” he said. “Today, 
unfortunately, I’m proved correct, 
and it makes me mad that my ad- 
vice was not heeded a year ago.” 

Joyner said as soon as the County 
Commissioners vote to put the 
question of redistricting on the 
ballot, and the committee 
establishes districts, the newly- 
formed out-county group of com- 
munities will file a lawsuit asking 
that the 1980 census figures be used. 
Wayne Councilman Milt Mack is 
vice-prisident of Wayne County 
Communities for Equal 
Representation. 

Commissioner Mary E. Dumas of 
Livonia first voted against the 
proposal, then asked to change her 
vote for the purpose of recon- 
sideration. She was a chief opponent 
of the resolution in a clear division 
between Detroit and out-county 
commissioners, also reflected in 
vigorous debate before the decision 
was reached 

Sponsors of the resolution are 
Commissioners Arthur M. Carter, 
Board Chairman Samuel A. Turner,

$300,000 that the state has indicated 
a willingness to pay for the entire 
charter project. 

Manning emphasized that the 
$274,000 projection accounts for only 
charter commissioner salaries and 
does not include expense for office 
space, office staff, consulting 
technical experts or equipment. 
“Something like $2 5 million is a 
more realistic cost figure.” he said.

Efficiency task force issues final report

report on the County’s fiscal and 
administrative problems to the 
County Board of Commissioners 
The* 25-member Task Force was 
appointed by the Commissioners in 
November, 1978 and issued its 
preliminary report in July 1979. 

Hennessey, group managing 
partner of Coopers & Lybrand, 
certified public accountants, said 
the report represents the separate 
findings of the task force’s three 
operating committees — 

organization-functions, ex- 
penditures. and revenues 
Hennessey identified three major 
findings in the report: 

— Some aspects of the existing 
county governmental structure 
hinders efficiency and stifles ac- 
countability. Fragmentation of 
responsibility and authority exists in 
county financial operations, per- 
sonnel. purchasing and several 
other departments reviewed by task 
force members. There are, for 
example, three separate 
organizations directly involved in 
county personnel operations — the 


Civil Service Commission, labor 

> p; rtm< nl and 'he hunrm 
riu : i.. ... department. 

— The committee cites the ab- 
sence of a comprehensive, coor- 
dinated policy on labor contract 
negotiations and the lack of training 
and career planning programs and 
job counseling has hampered county 
employee morale. There is a need to 
revise the roles of the Civil Service 
Commission and the Labor 
Relations Board and to conduct a 
salary administration study to 
reduce the various employee 
position classifications and to 
evaluate salary levels. 

— Property tax is and should 
continue to be the mail local revenue 
source for the county. However, the 
ability of the County Bureau of 
Taxation to efficiently and equitably 
administer property tax revenue is 
hindered by a lack of adequate staff 
and automation. 

“When implemented, the com- 
mittees* recommendations will 
significantly improve county 
operations and services,” Hen- 
nessey said. “We realize that many 
of the recommendations may be 
difficult to accomplish, but with a 


county commitment to improve 
effectiveness and efficiency, 
dedicated effort wiull bring about 
the necessary changes/* 

The task force expressed its ap- 
preciation to the many elected of- 
ficials and employees of Wayne 
County for their cooperation and 
assistance which enabled it to 
complete its work 
“The county includes many 
dedicated and qualified persons 
trying to provide residents with the 
best possible services,’’ Hennessey 
said “They often are stymied by a 
lack of effective organizational 


structure and clear lines of 
authority. Under present conditions, 
the best intentioned county em- 
ployees cannot solve Wayne 
County’s problems.’’ 

“Members of the task force 
believe the efficiency study is only a 
first step,” he said. “An ongoing 
body is needed to further study 
County operations, to assure the 
implementation of these recom- 
mendations and to seek additional 
means of increased efficiency.” 

The Efficiency Task Force 
recommended that the county 
commissioners make the report 


available to the proposed Wayne 
County Charter Commission. 

“The detailed studies of particular 
county activities should provide a 
good starting point for the 
deliberations of any charter com- 
mission,” explained Hnnessey. 

Hennessey said the task force 
reviews were conducted in eight 
major areas of county operations — 
financial operations, purchasing, 


personnel, tax revenue, federal and 
state grants, Sheriff’s Department, 
Air Pollution Control and Wayne 
County General Hospital. 

The Task Force report also in- 
cludes a report on the financial and 
legal implications of splitting the 
county into two counties and a paper 
which poses questions of concern on 
county reorganization.

Hospital loses accreditation 


Senate Majority Leader William 
Faust last week said the loss of 
accreditation by the Ypsilanti 
Regional Psychiatric Hospital is 
further evidence that the state still 
is applying woefully inadequate 
bond-aid solutions to the problems 
in its mental health care system. 


“We’ve known for some time now 
about the very serious problems in 
the 'mental health system and yet 
the Milliken administration seems 
to be making little headway in 
resolving them,” Faust said. 
‘‘Obviously, in spite of all the 
studies, investigations, recom- 
mendations and promises that have 
been made in the last couple of 
years, we’re still not doing a 
satisfactory job of meeting the 
requirements necessary to qualify 
for accreditation 

“How long does- the present 
administration think that it can get 
by with serving up platitudes in- 
stead of improvements?” 

He said the fact that two other 
state institutions, as well as the 
Ypsilanti Hospital, had been 
rejected for accreditation during 
the past year is proof that the 
problems in the mental health 
system are widespread and not 
localized 


“When we talk about the loss of 
accreditation, we immedately think 
about the possible loss of funding 
from federal programs like 
Medicare and Medicaid,” Faust 
said, “but when state institutions 
cannot meet the requirements 
necessary for accreditation, then 
we have to face the fact that the 
patients in those hospitals are 
being shortchanged on the services 
that they very much need. And how 
can you measure that kind of 
human loss”? 


Just as distressing as the chronic 
nature of the problems in 
Michigan’s mental health care 
system, the Majority Leader ad- 
ded, are the dim prospects for 
meaningful relief as reflected by 
the Governor’s revised 1980-81 
mental health budget. 

“When you look past the ad- 
ministration’s ‘sacred cow’ rhetoric 
surrounding the Mental Health 
Department’s budget, you see that 
the mental health system will be 
hard pressed just to continue at its 
present level, much less make any 
real improvements,” he added. 

In 1979-80, the general fund 


budget for mental health was 
$494,700,000. In January of this 
year, the Governor’s proposed 
general fund budget for mental 
health was set at $544,865,882, only 
some $50 million more than the 
present budget. Since then, the 
Governor has been revising his 
proposed 1980-81 budget and the 
new mental health recom- 
mendation is due to come in at 
$520,865,882. some $24 million less. 

“When you consider inflation and 
the fact that the Mental Health 
Department budget is going to have 
to pay $10 million in workers’ comp 
payments that used to be paid from 
the Commerce Department budget, 
then there isn’t much left to im- 
prove services with,” the Westland 
Democrat said. 

“I know that the 1980-81 state 
budget is going to be a tight one 
and that there are a lot of deser- 
ving programs that need more 
money, but I think that when we 
order our priorities the needs of our 
mental health system should be 
right at the top of the list,” Faust 
said. “So far, the track record in 
this area indicates that we’ve been 
doing too little too late,”

House bills crack down on uninsured motorists 


Tbe State House of Represen- 
tatives has approved several bills 
which will make it easier to crack 
down on uninsured motorists, ac- 
cording to State Rep Edward 
Mahalak (D-38th District). 

Automobile insurance is man- 
datory in Michigan. A motor vehicle 
cannot be legally driven without 
certain kinds of coverages required 
by the state's no-fault insurance law, 
Mahalak said. 

“A study released last year by the 
Michigan Department of State 
estimated that more than 250.000 
passenger vehicles were being 
driven uninsured. There are those 
who consider this estimate low,” he 
said. “That figure translates into 5.7 


percent of the state s nearly 4.5 
million passenger vehicles. 

• The same study said that 14.6 
percent of vehicles registered and in 
use in the City of Detroit did not 
carry the required no-fault 
coverages." 

‘Regardless of the reasons people 
do not insure their cars, it has 
become obvious that steps need to be 
taken to improve the enforcement of 
the mandatory insurance law,” he 
added 

One of the bills approved by the 
House and sent to the Senate would 
alter the penalties for owning or 
driving a vehicle without the 
required insurance.

Under existing law, a person found 
guilty of using an uninsured car is 
subject to the suspension of his or 
her license and possibly the 
revocation of his or her registration 
That person also could be fined 
between $100 and $500 and jailed for 
as much as a year. 

The bill would remove the 
penalties involving the suspension of 
a license and revocation of 
registration and, instead, w r ould 
require that there be either a fine, 
jailing or both 

The other bill involves persons 
who are insured, but do not have 
proof of insurance with them while 
driving. It would make a motorists 
guilty of a civil offense, if he or she 
could not produce evidence that the 
vehicle was insured upon the request 
of a police officer. 

A civil fine and court costs would 
be waived by the court, if a law 
enforcement agency certified that 
the defendant, before the ap- 
pearance date on the citation, had 
produced evidence that the vehicle 
had been insured on the date the 
citation was issued. 

The court could order an owner 
who had been cited to surrender his 
or her license unless the owner 
submitted proof of insurance, 
Mahalak said. 

If the court required the license to 
be surrendered, the Secretary of 
State would be ordered to suspend it. 
The license would be suspended for 
30 days or until proof of insurance 
was submitted. There would be a 
service charge of $10 for submitting 
proof of insurance to the Secretary 
of State. 

The offense w ould not add penalty 
to a driver’s record. The bill also 
would repeal a provision of current 
law which makes it a misdemeanor 
if a motorists does not submit proof 


of insurance within 72 hours after 
such proof had been requested by a 
police officer 

“The legislation would improve 
efforts to enforce the mandatory 
insurance law by providing an ef- 
fective deterrent to driving an 
uninsured vehicle," Mahalak said. 
“Police officers w r ould be able to 
issue citations on the spot to drivers, 
if they cannot show proof of in- 
surance. 

“This is an improvement over the 
current law\ which allows the 
vehicle owner 72 hours to present 
proof Only after 72 hours can a 
citation be issued, which is clearly 
impractical." 

The bill also would allow the case 
to be dropped, without cost or in- 
coveniences, if the motorists sub- 
mitted the proof of insurance. 

“Under these circumstances, 
police will be more likely to 
routinely ask for proof of insurance 
as they now ask for a driver’s license 
and vehicle registration when a 
motorists has been stopped," he 
said 

Under the legislation, failure to 
show proof of insurance would be a 
civil infraction rather than a 
misdemeanor, which is a criminal 
offense, in keeping with the 
decriminalization of minor traffic 
offenses. 

“The more reasonable penalties 
provided by the legislation also 
make it more likely that the law will 
be strictly enforced," Mahalak 
added. “It is true that the bill does 
not deal with those drivers who may 
be able to show proof of insurance 
even though they have cancelled the 
policy for which the certificate was 
issued or have failed to make the 
payments necessary to keep the 
policy in force.

On Boys' Club 

EDITOR: The March 20th 
article by an ANP reporter about 
the Boys Club of Inkster, in which 
inaccurate quotes are attributed 
to me, unfortunately leaves false 
impressions about United 
Community Services Summer 
Program. 

In all fairness to the volunteers, 
staff and young people involved 
in the UCS-funded summer ac- 
tivities, an explanation is needed 
on how the Summer Program 
operates and why it is important 
to the community. 

The Summer Program began 
in 1964 as a preventive measure 
against juvenile delinquency. 
Many of the community’s young 
people were not participating or 
did not have the opportunity to 
participate in traditional 
programs for youth. Yet, many 
community groups were able to 
reach these youth. 

Thus, each year since 1964, 
UCS has conducted a Summer 
Program with special funds 
granted by United Foundation. 
Community groups are invited to 
apply for the special available 
dollars to sponsor summer ac- 
tivities; and each applying 
community group must adhere to 
guidelines governing the use of 
these funds. 

Community volunteers, 
working together with UCS 
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professional staff, select 
programs to be funded by 
deciding on service needs and the 
applying group's ability to carry 
out a program successfully 
within the established guidelines 
and available funds. In addition 
to reviewing the individual ap- 
plications, these volunteers often 
meet with the applicants and 
review written monitor reports of 
previous years programs. In 
short, no program is 
automatically entitled to funding 
or any specific level of funds 
beyond one summer. All groups 
operating summer programs are 
required to submit receipts for all 
expenditures and employee 
payroll records to UCS which are 
processed by UCS. 

In addition to this requirement 
for fiscal accountability, all 
summer programs are monitored 
by staff who visit all program 
sites at least two to three times. 
Volunteers also make site visits 
to individual programs at least 
once during the summer. 

Most communities, agencies 
and individuals participating in 
or associated with the Summer 
Program are enthusiastic about 
the resourcefullness and 
dedication of local groups in 
sponsoring programs for their 
youth. They, along with UCS, look 
forward to an equally rewarding 
and beneficial program this 
summer.

It has been 
a constant thing, wherever I go. I know my house is bugged, so is my 
telephone. I also know I am being watched constantly. I have to be on my 
toes all of the time so they don’t catch me off guard. For instance, today at 
the busstop there were twoof them, laughing about me. I could just tell they 
were discussing me, working on the plot. 

I have no one to trust. Everybody is involved, they are out to get me. At 
work my boss is constantly behind me, watching every move, just waiting 
for chances to slap me down and put me down in front of others. To humiliate 
me whenever possible. It is not fair. I haven’t done anything to them, why 
must they all be against me. Even the person who is supposed to be my best 
friend (so they say) is the enemy — always ready to cut me down. 

Every day when I go out I feel like I wear a sign that says "this is your 
enemy, punish him." I feel like an alien in a strange world. I don’t fit and 
everybody knows and wants to make me suffer. 

WANTS TO HIDE 

DEAR WANTS TO HIDE, 

It sounds as if you really need someone you can sit down and talk out your 
fears with. When pressures begin to build and you feel as if the whole world 
[s closing in on you it Is a signal that you need to take some positive action 
and do something about it. 

You trusted me enough to write to me and I am hoping that you will trust 
me enough to follow my advice. Talk to a psychiatrist. They are trained, to 
help. Psychiatrists are governed by a code of ethics and are additionally 
limited by law from discussing you with anyone without your permission.

capita output is now dwindling and all of us are paying for it. Lazy people, 
hiding behind unions in many cases, are doing less but not enjoying it more 
Experts (whoever they are) tell us that there are three main reasons for the 
terrible condition of the economy in America today — too much government 
spending, dependence on OPEC nations and less productivity by workers in 
America. 

Whatever happened to the good old American "work ethic?" Where did 
ambition, "elbow grease," determination and the "roll up your sleeves" 
approach go? 

Maybe it’s the depersonalized "assembly line of life" where people feel 
more like a "number" than a human being. There are lines everywhere — 
waiting for people to fall in. You stand in line everyplace — to eat, get gas, pay 
your bills, deposit money in the bank, and even to go to the bathroom at a large 
sporting event. 

I read a motto many years ago that found a home in my memory. It said: 
"The trouble with success is that you have to go out and do it everyday." 

I think much of the disillusionment by workers comes from monotonous, 
repetitious "assembly line type” of work — doing the same old thing day in 
and day out. But w hat about those of us who really love our work? 

I belong to a union and am not "anti-union" but I do feel that many times 
unions stifle initiative, crush ambition and the desire to get ahead, and 
provide a "lock-step" atmosphere that penalizes the ambitious and rewards 
the sluggard. 

I think school teachers have become a prime example of this. They work a 6- 
hour day, as a rule, have "built-in security." have a paid preparation period, 
work nine months for what most of us labor 12 months to earn. 

They are off every holiday, many times a week at a time, have three months 
vacation during the summer and still cry that they’re underpaid. Still, I have 
no qualms with all that. 

The thing that irritates me — and a whole lot of other taxpayers — is the 
"Super Unions" where all teachers in 13 or 14 Wayne County school districts 
join together and make a pact to walk out in sympathy if any teachers are 
fired in any district. 

Not only is this "grand plan" illegal — if any judges had the guts to enforce 
it— it’s not legal for teachers to strike, period! But because the Wayne County 
MEA-NEA has united and grown stronger, it can flex its muscles and every 
school board is supposed to roll over and play dead. I’ll tell you one thing, if I 
was a school board member, I wouldn’t stand for this "blackmail" for one 
minute. 

I’ve voted for millage increases everytime. I’ve argued with a few neigh- 
bors w'hile standing in line at the polls, telling them the school district and the 
teachers and students — especially the students — need the money. 

But we want our money’s worth. We don’t want our local teachers "walking 
off" over some actions taken in another district. Oh. I know the philosophy 
behind the "Super Union," but I don’t buy it. Let each individual school

other districts do.

Not only some teachers. But how about some of our large auto unions? They 
say, "Buy an American car — save a job."

In some cases, 
they hindered and injured some people who tried to extinguish the fire. If 1 
ever did that, I’d get a guilty conscience everytime I saw someone light a 
match 


How about when police have gone on strike? Some officers left all the police 
car headlights on all night to make the batteries go dead. Other "law en- 
forcement officers" damaged automobiles in other ways. I have the highest 
regard for policemen. But when "our finest" do these kinds of things, they are 
simply masquerading behind a badge. Thank God, there are many who never 
forget their oath and the vast majority seem to be truly dedicated. 

Some nurses and hospital workers walk the picket line while life hangs in the 
balance for those they’re supposed to be ministering to I know they feel they 
have legitimate grievances and reasonable demands, but not when lives hang 
in the balance. The same for fire fighters, policemen and school teachers. 
Lives hang in the balance when the two former groups walk out. and poor kids 
are deprived of their rightful education when teachers take a stroll 

I know there are "two sides" to this whole question — and perhaps I’ve been 
a little simplistic in my approach. But do you see what I’m trying to say£ 
Where do we draw the line? When are all of us — for we are ail in this together 
— going to start caring enough about each other to keep the "dollar sign" frorp 
clouding our eyes? 

When our Lord told us, "Do unto others as you would have them do unto 
you" — he wasn’t just filling up space in the Bible.

Speedy appointment 
cast suspicion 

Recently, the Van Buren Township Board appointed one of its 
trustees, Tom Welty, to fill the vacancy created when Treasurer 
Dorothy York resigned due to ill health. At the same meeting, 
which was a special called session, the board took immediate 
action to fill Welty ’s berth by appointing Marlene Manier, a local 
business woman. 

Reaction, to some degree, was unfavorable because of the 
speed with which the board acted out an evidently well-rehearsed 
scenario. It left a bad taste in the mouths of some township 
residents. 

Evidently, some residents felt the board should have taken 
more time and have allowed names of other candidates for both 
vacancies to be studied and reviewed. 

I T - We concur. 

~A11 appointments to local office should be judicious. 

Time must be allowed to scrutinize prospective replacements 
for positions. 

We also believe the same review and study should have been 
afforded all viable candidates as took place when Donna Hall, 
former board trustee, was selected from a field of nine candidates 
for the vacancy of Community Development Director. 

Coming in for criticism also was placement of the audience 
portion of the board meeting, an allotted period of time in which 
members of the audience can address the board on matters of 
their choosing. 

At this meeting, the audience was given its chance to speak at 
the onset of the session. As critics of the Board’s last special 
session pointed out, how could they have known what to say in 
advance of the board’s subsequent action? 

On the last point, we wholeheartedly agree that the audience 
portion of the board meeting should have been placed at the end of 
the session rather than at the beginning. 

We do not feel that the Van Buren Township Board’s filling of 
the vacant treasurer’s position and the vacant trustee’s position 
was handled in a democratic manner. 

We do not feel the best interests of township residents were 
served by the board’s hasty action. 

To prevent future criticism, we urge the Van Buren Board to 
afford every one of its citizens every opportunity in their efforts to 
be considered for elective or appointive positions in township 
government.

Certainly, the filling of two positions originally held by persons 
elected by township voters is as least as important as replacing 
the township’s community development director, an appointive 
position.

Hail, Salkf 
Polio's conqueror 

April 12, 1980 marks the 25th anniversary of the announcement 
that the Salk vaccine had conquered polio. Ever since, the world 
has been spared the threat of polio epidemics. During peak 
epidemic years, from 1952 through 1954, the disease struck some 
132,000 people, paralyzing 42 per cent of them, and killing close to 
6 , 000 . 

In 1938, President Franklin D. Roosevelt, himself a victim oi 
the paralytic disease, established The National Foundation for 
Infantile Paralysis, better known as the March of Dimes, to 
support research for prevention of polio and to improve treatment 
for those afflicted with the disease. 

Seventeen years — and four billion dimes in public con- 
tributions— later, came the announcement that the polio vaccine 
developed by Dr. Jonas Salk was “safe, potent and effective.” 
Victory was achieved through a unique combination of health 
professionals working together with the lay public, united through 
a voluntary organization. 

With this proof that a partnership between science and the 
public can eliminate life-threatening disease, the March of Dimes 
then turned its attention to birth defects, the nation’s most serious 
child health problem Today, renamed the March of Dimes Birth 
Defects Foundation, it urp ’i ts r:search. medical service, and 
education directed UujiJ piotecting maternal and newborn 
health. Volunteers work with local chapters to carry out 
programs to support scientists and other health professionals who 
seek the prevention of birth defects and to improve the outcome of 
pregnancy.

Workmen's comp 
system needs reform

If true reform of Michigan’s workers’ compensation system does not take 
place soon, the economy of our state will suffer and injured employees as 
well as our job providers will continue to be penalized. 

The package of 13 bills introduced by Senator David Plawecki (Dearborn 
Heights ) certainly doesn’t come close to true reform. 

The package will do what the Senator says it won’t — dramatically in- 
crease the cost of a billion dollar a year program. Actuarial experts 
testified at a public hearing in Lansing on March 10 that there would be a 21 .9 
percent increase This means that employers would be forced to up their 
current benefit payments by at least $219 million a year. 

It has been reported that the Plawecki package is a business-labor con- 
sensus. The fact is that the overwhelming majority of business people and 
business organizations in this state are completely opposed to the Plawecki 
package. 

It also has been said that the package addresses several areas of concern. 
The fact is that only one of nine major business concerns is properly ad- 
dressed — that of increasing benefits for legitimately-injured workers. 

It also has been reported that the package will eliminate abuses. The fact 
is that it will not stop unfair payments to retirees, to people disabled through 
the normal aging process, to people who perceive mental illness, and to 
people who are looking for an easy w ay to receive income without working. 

It should be recognized that a few r lawyers who siphon off so much of the 
people’s work comp benefits under the law would get richer if the Plawecki 
package were passed. i 

There needs to be an honest representation of the facts, and Michigan 
needs a balanced approach to true work comp reform — w hich the Plawecki 
package clearly is not. 

The Michigan business community has strongly advocated an increase in 
benefits for legitimately-injured workers It is a shame that the unions and 
many legislators have stonewalled efforts toward reform that includes not 
only benefit increases but also the elimination of the give-a way aspect of 
Michigan’s workers’ compensation program.

Pleaded one Inkster resident Monday night before City Council:

Mrs. Salyer spoke to a standing room audience in the Inkster City 
Hall council chambers. The residents were invited to a public 
meeting to discuss proposed water and sewage rate hikes. Most 
residents in Wayne County will be getting — if they are not already 
— higher bills because the supplier — Detroit — has hiked its prices 
for the service. 

Although deeply concerned about the proposed new rate struc- 
ture, many residents wanted and needed immediate help to solve 
that age-old problem of water in their basement. 

And it isn’t a unique problem. There were several phone calls 
from residents in Wayne and Westland moaning similar com- 
plaints. 

One of the Westland callers threatened to picket City Hall. He 
mobilized his neighbors but, reportedly. Mayor Tom Taylor took 
the proverbial wind out of the irate residents' sail. He dispatched 
his crew to the area and the men, reportedly, got the job done. 

“I really have to commend what the Mayor and their people did 
for us,” said Ed McClellan. “We were ready to storm City Hall, but 
we were received by the people there very warmly. I really don’t 
know how to thank them.” 

But, then, there is George Woodrow , a resident of Wayne who lost 
stereo equipment and found his organ under water after last week’s 
rains. 

“I’m frustrated,” Woodrow said. “This isn’t the first time it’s 
happened. Nobody seems to have any answers for us. I guess I 
better talk to a law7er and see if I can get some satisfaction.” 

Woodrow lives in a condominium and is very' active in local 
politics. He feels that the bureaucratic wheels turn slowly. 

Strange, isn’t it, how each community handles similar problems 
in different ways? 


Last week's column about “Political Suicide” and transportation 
in Southeastern Michigan brought the follow ing note to my desk. 

Dear Tom: 

In 1967 the State Legislature enacted P.A. 204. This act created 
the Southeastern Michigan Transportation Authority recognizing 
that there existed in the area a city of one million or more that had 
its owm Public Transportation Agency. 

The intent of the legislation of 1967 appeared to be an effort to 
establish^ne Public Transportation Authority for the entire area . 

In 1972 a gasoline tax increase of 2 1 was proposed and of the 
increase was to be used for public transportation. 

I, as many other legislators, did oppose this tax. 

My primary reasons for opposing the tax increase were SEMTA 
and its inability to make progress toward merger of the Detroit 
System and the SEMTA System, and also membership selection of 
the SEMTA Board. 

The tax increase passed with 56 votes on a day I was absent 
because of family illness. 

During the years following I have continuously spoken out in 
search of a merger to create one transportation system in 
Southeastern Michigan that was legislated and administered by a 
board reflective of equal representation of the total e^ea. We have 
been successful in the endeavor to change the board f SEMTA to 
give representation to all areas of the authority. The Board has 
very definitely improved services to the majority of the service 
area and has presented a progressive plan to improve over the next 
ten years. 

The administration and operation have improved tremendously 
with the elevation of Mr. Salci to the position of General Manager. 

1 attended the public hearing held in Allen Park along with 
Representatives Ed Mahalak. I did testify to the fact that there 
must be a firm committment of total merger of the two systems 
prior to consideration of the Resolution to fund preliminary 
engineering for fixed rail. 

The members of the SEMTA Board holding the hearing took the 
message back to the full board. The Mayor of the City agreed to the 
merger subsequently and as a member of the Transportation Task 
Force I suggested that the City Council should be approached and 
be asked to support the merger. This request was carried out and 
the City Council endorsed the merger. One major problem all 
major city and urban area transportation systems have ex- 
perienced is being controlled and operated by more than one 
authority. Thereby being hampered in its efforts to provide total 
balanced transportation. 

SCR 537 was supported by majority Senators representing our 
Western Wayne County Downriver area.They believe as 1 have 
come to believe, that public transportation in the SEMTA area has 
improved and that we should approve the preliminary engineering 
necessary to make a sound and educated judgement on the 
feasibility of fixed rail in the SEMTA area. 

I did cast a “YES” vote for SCR 537 to continue to improve all 
comprehensive transportation in the State of Michigan

VB officer completes police academy 


“It’s always an exciting moment 
when new' officers graduate from the 
Wayne County Sheriff Police 
Academy, especially in view of the 
fact that it is rated among the top 
three such schools in the country.” 
Wayne County Commissioner Ed- 
ward K Mochalski of Detroit 
commented during recent 
graduating ceremonies at Madonna 
College, Livonia. 

According to the academy’s ad- 
ministrative director Anthony 
Shannon, more than 1,000 police 
officers including 200 women, have 
graduated from the 10 to 12-week 
course since its inception in 1971. 

“Virtually every county police 
department has members from our 
academy,” Shannon explained, 
“and many have earned depart- 
mental citations for exceptional 
service — an attribute to our tough, 
intensive police course.” 

Organized under the ad- 
ministration of Wayne County 
Sheriff William Lucas and Un- 
dersheriff Loren Pittman, the 
academy has conducted more than 
23 courses — financed by the state 
through the Michigan Law- En- 
forcement Training Council. 

“All police officers are required to 
obtain -a certificate of graduation 
from either the Wayne County 


Academy, or similar academies, 
before receiving their accreditation 
as full-fledged officers,” Shannon 
said. 

The training sessions — depending 
on the weather — are open to both 
police cadet and “pre-service” 
students w ho have a minimum of an 
associate’s degree and pay their own 
way. The intensive course includes 
physical education, traffic law 
enforcement, law, defensive tactics, 
and familiarity and qualification 
with pistols and “long guns”. 

The academy also is one of the few 
in the nation to provide advanced 
training for officers at correctional 
institutions ranging from facilities 
like Jackson Prison to juvenile 
detention units. Classes include 
history, philosophy and evaluation 
of correctional facilities, circuit 
court procedures and orders, inmate 
disciplinary procedures and social 
service investigation duties and 
responsibilities.

30-bed crisis center set

A 30-bed in-patient Crisis Center 
will open in early April at Wayne 
County General Hospital’s D 
building, according to a joint report 
today by chairman of the Detroit- 
Wayne County Community Mental 
Health Board Thomas Presnell and 
board member William G. Suzore of 
Lincoln Park. 

According to Commissioner 
Presnell, the center will provide 
emergency psychiatric service to 
cover a million out-county residents 
and will help take up the slack 
caused by the closing in 1978 of the 
old Psychiatric Hospital in C 
building at Eloise. 

Funding will come from a $300,000 
appropriation approved by the 
Mental Health Board earlier this 
week 

“This money/’ Suzore explained, 
“is ‘lapse’ and ‘reallocated’ funds 
left over from last year’s state 
appropriations for countywide 
mental health services and has the 
blessing of State Mental Health 
Board director Dr Frank Ochberg, 
who is attempting to lean-out’ state 
health costs with plans to close state 


institutions and expand community 
mental health programs, such as 
this.” 

“Dr. Joseph Dulka, director of 
Detroit General's 10-bed Crisis 
Center, will be in charge of both 
crisis units, with an expanded staff 
not yet determined. Some, however, 
will* include state staffers from the 
new Regional Hospital, known 
formerly as the Walter Reuther 
Long-Term Care facility on the 
WCGH grounds.” Presnell pointed 
out. “Dr. Dulka is no stranger to 


WCGH. He spent his residency at the 
former psychiatric hospital where 
lie worked closely with it’s director, 
Dr. Morteza Minui and the staff.” 

Although patients cannot be 
housed in D building, they can 
receive help for up to 24 hours before 
being either released or transported 
to one of five nearby state facilities 
such as the Northville State 
Hospital, Detroit Psychiatric In- 
stitution, Lafayette Clinic, Ypsilanti 
State Hospital and the Regional 
facility at Eloise.

Death claims an 
ex-Glenn mat star

A half-hour before James and Carol Meyer were to board a jet for 
Norfolk, Virginia a U.S. Naval officer appeared at their home in 
Westland. 

From the officer’s grim face the Meyers realized that the news 
wasn’t good. 

Stumbling for words, the 
officer announced that the 
Meyer’s 21-year-old son, Jim, 
had been killed in a head-on 
auto collision Friday. 

“Jim was an outstanding 
wrestler at John Glenn,” a 
voice over the telephone said 
early Monday morning. “I 
thought his friends and his 
former teammates would want 
to get the news. We don’t know 
very much about the cir- 
cumstances of his death but, 
apparently, it was a two-car 
JIM MEYER collision that took his life.” 

Jim Meyer wrestled for coaches Bob Lusk and Tom Buckalew 
during his prep career. And he was good enough to wii\ conference 
titles, reach the state finals and make the All-Area teams. 

“Jim was in the heavier weights and his bouts with Wayne 
Memorial’s Chris Leverenz were classics,” recalled Jak Warren, 
who has followed the prep wrestling scene for many years. “He was 
a gutty kid — a real competitor. 

“It s kind of scary to think he’s dead at 21,” Warren said. 

Buckalew said he was shocked to learn about the former Glenn 
star’s death. “Do you know Jim’s brother, Bill, also wrestled for 
us? They’re just tremendous people. It’s a shame, a real shame.” 

Bucka lew’s sentiments were echoed throughout the area as the 
news spread. 

Jerry Eicholtz, at Lents Funeral Home, said that a mass would 
be read Tuesday for Meyer at St. Mary’s, and that interment would 
be at Cadillac Memorial.

SEMTA and YMCA put 
handicapper back in swim 


It means a lot to Chris King to get 
in his 40 laps in the YMCA pool every 
day. To this young Wayne man, the 
swimming isn’t just good fun and 
recreation, which it is, but therapy, 
a way to regain use of arms and legs 
left disabled because of a car ac- 
cident in 1978. 

A SEMTA bus transports the 21- 
year-old swimmer to the pool every 
day, where he enjoys an hour in the 
pool specially set aside for people 
with physically handicaps. 

Already the self-prescribed 
regimen of swimming therapy has 
helped Chris regain strength and use 
of his limbs. His goal is to get back 
on his feet, and therapist agree that 
there is no exercise like swimming 
to help the handicapped do just that. 

The Y couldn't agree more. That's 
why they initiated a program last 
summer that runs Monday through 
Friday in the pool, reserving it and 
the swimming isntructor for persons 
who want to combine good fun with 
therapy. 

The program for the handicapped 
is open to persons recovering from 
accidents or injuries, or with 
diseases such as Multiple Sclerosis, 
Cerebral Palsy, arthritis or others 
affecting mobility. 

Not only does the program im- 
prove the physical condition of the 
people who take advantage of it, but 
the mental “lift” can spill over into 
other aspects of life, said Dave 
Heiser, YMCA director. 


He proudly points to Chris’s im- 
provement as a shining example of 
what good the program can do. 

Actually, Chris was no stranger to 
the water even before his accident. 
A 1976 graduate of Wayne Memorial 
High School, he was a swimmer in 
high school and college. 

After the automobile accident in 
which he was injured, he said he 
remained in a coma for three 
months. Formerly an athletic 
person, w-ho stayed in top shape by 
lifting weights, his weight dropped 
to 103 lbs. Through swimming and 
other exercise, his strength has 
returned, and he recommends 
heartily the pool program as good 
therapy and recreation. 

Chris is a familiar sight around 
the Y, almost like one of the staff, 


said Heiser. He helps coach Y swim 
teams, as well as the John Glenn 
High School Barracudas three times 
a week. His "team loyalty" is best 
told by his participation in a swim- 
along fund raiser, where he per- 
.sonally raised $100 to buy swimming 
trophies for the Y. Heiser added. 

“I really recommend swimming, I 
swim 40 to 50 lengths per day,” Chris 
said. 'Tm also going to start up 
lifting weights. Before my accident, 
1 was in good shape, swimming and 
lifting weights." 

Chris has the strength in his right 
arm to hang onto the bar attached to 
the pool’s hydraulic lift, and lower 
himself into the pool, then pull 
himself out and into his wheelchair. 
Other disabled persons can use the 
lift to actually pick them up out of 


the chair and swing them into the 
pool. Once in the water they swim, 
with the aid of flotation devices. 


Swimming Instructor Nan 
Hewson, who works part-time for 
the Y and part-time in the Severely 
Mentally Imparied program in the 
Wayne-Westland Schools, noted that 
swimming gives the handicapped 
persons several advantages in 
exercise — buoyancy and ease of 
movement, but with sufficient 
resistance from the water to 
exercise the limbs. 

The swimming program has made 
Chris a No 1 promoter of the YMCA, 
a “goodwill ambassador" for all 
seasons, particularly swimming 
season, which is all year-round at 
the Y pool

Out of tune cars 'gulp' gas 


A car that is ouut of tune may gulp as much as 10 
percent more gasoline than a car with an engine 
where all pistons are puipping properly. 

Tuneups are not required as often on later 
model cars. Most domestic cars today are 
equipped with electric ignition systems which 
make tuneups easier since they eliminate the 
points and condenser. 

Most motorists don’t have to be told when their 
autos are badly out of tune. They can hear it and 
feel it missing — especially when the motor is 
running and the transmission is in neutral. 

TTie Motor Vehicle Manufacturers Association, 
trade association for U.S. car, truck and bus 
makers, reports that one spark plug misfiring half 
the time can cost you as much as one mile per 
gallon of gasoline. So, spark plugs should be 
replaced at mileage intervals recommended by 
the car manufacturer and properly gapped. 

Whether you are a do-it-yourself auto mechanic 
or rely on other service expertise, make sure that 
the carburetor is checked for slow action, or a 
choke that might be stuck. Also, the carburetor 
needs to be inspected to assure that it’s properly 
adjusted. 

Check engine compression. Valves that don’t 
function properly or worn piston rings lower 
engine compression. And poor compression cuts 
your engine power, uses oil and is no friend to your 
gas tank. 

Tlie Positive Crankcase Ventilation, or PCV, 
valve system naturally restricts crankcase 
ventilation when it’s sticking. A sticking PCV 
valve can cause a pressure buildup that forces oil 
inta the combustion chamber. That creates 
deposits in the chamber that are detrimental to 


fuel economy. 

Dirty ignition wiring should be cleaned or 
replaced to ensure a hotter spark for more ef- 
ficient combustion. 

Tires — radial or bias — that are under-inflated 
waste fuel and also cause uneven wear on the 
outside tread. Over-inflation might give better 
mileage, but you will sacrifice riding comfort and 
also lose some valuable tire mileage. You can spot 
over-inflation by heavier wear in the center of the 
tread. 

A couple of important reminders on radials. 
Don’t mix them with bias belted tires. Because of 
the different characteristics of radials and bias 
plies, they just aren’t safe in a matchup. 

And when you want your radials rotated, don’t 
try to crisscross them. You can only change 
radials between wheels on the same side of the car 
— between front and rear.

It’s no secret that the use of air conditioners in 
your car, truck or recreational vehicle will in- 
crease gasoline consumption. 

But, advising people not to use their air con- 
ditioners during a heat wave is like telling them to 
give up some other pleasures like a good movie, 
dinner out or a ball game. 

Although air conditioning raises your fuel bill, 
there are things you can do to make it less costly. 

First, don’t use it needlessly and don’t 
automatically turn it to the highest power. On 
even the warmest days you should be able to run 
the air conditioner at the lowest power range and 
still be quite comfortable — especially if there are 
no rear seat passengers. 

Unfortunately, air conditioners work their 
hardest and consume the most gas when they are 
in greatest need. That would be a hot summer day 
inbumper-to-bumper, rush hour traffic. That kind 
of cooling can cost as much as two miles on a 
gallon of gasoline. 

Mechanically, the belt that runs your com- 
pressor should be checked for proper adjustment. 
Tlie right tension on the belt makes the cooler 
operate at peak efficiency. An expert should do 
the checking. If the belt is loose, it will slip ; if the 
belt is too tight, it can snap and your air con- 
ditioner will be temporarily useless. 

Perhaps the biggest factor in favor of having an 
air conditioner aside from comfort is its con- 
tribution to safer motoring because you are more 
alert behind the wheel.

Engine checks 


A dozen do-it-yourself items that 
can be checked in a half-hour or less 
by any motorist are called the key to 
carefree driving this summer by 
Automobile Club of Michigan. 

With approximately 40 percent of 
Michigan motorists pumping their 
own gasoline, it’s important they 
take charge of car care to keep 
vehicles running properly. 

“Even full-service station at- 
tendants often neglect to check 
major items under the hood 
necessary for trouble-free 
motoring,’’ said Robert M. Smith, 
Auto Club’s emergency road service 
manager. 

Armed with a tire-pressure gauge 
and screwdriver, any motorist can 
make the following dozen checks: 

— Maintain motor oil level. (Oil 
should be changed and filter replaced 
according to the car’s operating 
manual.) 

— Clean battery terminals and 
dirty cables with baking soda and 
water solution, and check the battery 
fluid level. 

— Hold the carburetor air filter up 
to the sun or next to a flashlight. If 
you can’t see through it, it’s time for 
replacement. 

— Fill the windshield washer 
reservoir with a good commercial 
solvent. 

— Brake fluid level should be 


within a quarter-inch of the top of the 
master cylinder. A screwdriver is 
needed to pry off the clib that holds 
the cover of the brake fluid chamber. 

—Test for fan belt tension and look 
for fraying. Press your thumb on the 
middle of each drive belt. If the belt 
gives more than a half-inch, have it 
tightened or replaced. 

— Power steering fluid level can be 
checked on a dipstick similar to the 
oil. To avoid overfilling, add proper 
fluid gradually and test the level 
several times. 

— Check the radiator’s coolant 
level. Some cars have overflow tanks 
where the level can be checked 
visually. Drain, flush and refill the 
radiator every two years with a 50-50 
solution of antifreeze and water. 
Check radiator hoses and con- 
nections for leaks. 

— Check the automatic tran- 
smission fluid with a dipstick located 
just behind the engine on the 
passenger side of most cars. The car 
should be parked on a level grade 
with the engine running. 

— Replace worn windshield 
wipers. 

— Check tires for pressure with a 
guage and check tread wear. Don’t 
forget to check the spare. 

— Turn on all lights and turn 
signals to make sure they operate.

A dozen do-it-yourself items can be 
checked in less than a half hour by 
any motorist to ensure carefree 
driving this summer. Here is the 12- 
point maintenance check recom- 
mended by the Automobile Club of 
Michigan. (1) Motor oil dipstick — 
check level. (2) Battery — clean 
terminals and check fluid level. (3) 
Air filter — replace, if dirty. (4) 
Windshield washer fluid container — 
keep it full. (5) Brake fluid — check 


level in master cylinder. (6) Belts — 
check tension and replace, if frayed 
or cracked. (7) Power steering fluid 
— check dipstick. (8) Radiator — 
check coolant level. (9) Automatic 
transmission fluid — check dipstick 
with motor running. (10) Windshielf 
wiper blades — replace, if worn or 
cracked. (11) Tires — check pressure 
and wear. (12) Lights, turn signals — 
turn on and be sure they work. 


Coping with a dead battery 


How many times have you been 
stranded with a dead car battery? 

Well, it happens to most motorists 
sooner or later, and it isn’t limited to 
the windswept streets of the blizzard 
belt. 

Statistics from the National 
Automotive Parts Association in 
Dearborn indicate that the need to 
jump start dead batteries is just as 
frequent in the sunny South as it is in 
the wintry North. 

But if you don’t know how to jump 
start safely, NAPA auto experts 
advise against trying it. The wrong 
hookup can be hazardous. 

To do it right, first make sure the 
two cars have the same kind of 


electrical systems — most common 
is 12-volt-negative ground — and that 
they’re not touching each other. 
Then, check the vent caps of the dead 
battery to make sure they’re free of 
grease and dirt, and cover them 
loosely with a damp cloth. 

Now' follow this 4-step hookup 
procedure as illustrated: 

(1) Clamp one end of the first 
booster cable firmly to the positive 
post of the good battery. 

(2) Clamp the other end of the 
same cable to the positive terminal of 
the dead battery. 

(3) With the remaining cable at-

Don't let rust steal your investment 


Tlie automobile is among the 
biggest investments most families 
make — second only to housing. With 
prices of new cars averaging $6,000 
plus, and motorists keeping their 
cars longer, it pays to protect that 
investment against the ravages of 
rust and corrosion. 


Many drivers, even those who are 
meticulous about mechanical 
maintenance, overlook the im- 
portance of rust protection in 
prolonging vehicle life, contributing 
to safety and increasing trade-in 
value. 

A Department of Commerce study 


Don't idle away gas 


“Idle” is defined by 
the dictionary as 
“lacking worth or basis, 
having no particular 
reason for existing or 
occuring, not occupied 
or employed or simply: 
trifling, lazy or sloth- 
ful.” 

In the case of the 
automobile, those 
descriptive terms don’t 
generally apply. Idling, 
of course, is essential in 
starting and operating 
your car. But there are 
times when “idle” isn’t 
doing your car or your 
wallet any favors. It’s a 
drain and with gasoline 
more and more ex- 
pensive, idling can be an 
extravagant waste. 

The Motor Vehicle 
Manufacturers Asso- 
ciation, trade 
association for U.S. car, 
truck and bus makers, 


reminds: “Your miles 
per gallon of fuel at idle 
is zero.” 

Excessive time spent 
on warming up a cold 
engine by idling is an 
unnecessary exercise. 
And doing it after 
warmup is even less 
desirable. Your better 
bet is to drive at 
moderate speed during 
the warm-up time. It 
will produce better fuel 
economy than if you idle 
the engine until it 
reaches normal tem- 
peratures. 

So, when you leave for 
work or that shopping 
trip tomorrow morning, 
don’t waste your time or 
your gasoline by run- 
ning the engine before 
you back out of your 
garage. Start up and go, 
but go at a moderate 
speed. 


A pretty good rule of 
thumb is to turn off your 
engine, if you are not 
going to move your car 
for 30 seconds or more. 
It’s less expensive to cut 
the engine and restart 
it. For instance, it pays 
to cut the engine when 
you drop a passenger off 
for a brief errand. Or if 
you are at a railroad 
crossing, waiting for a 
long freight train to 
pass. 

Should you move the 
lever to neutral on a car 
equipped with an 
automatic transmission 
— when you are stopped 
in heavy traffic? 
Generally, vou probably 
would be just as well to 
leave the car in “drive” 
position because traffic 
tieups generally force 
stop and go driving. 
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established that rust and corrosion 
costs U.S. motorist a whopping $5 
million annually in repairs and 
premature scrapping of cars — and 
the figure is climbing. 

While it’s true that automakers 
have made several anti-rust im- 
provements on their vehicles to in- 
clude zinc coated and galvanized 
metals, the fact remains that today’s 
autos have lighter and thinner panels 
and frames. Unfortunately, air 
pollution and road salt can easily 
corrode and penetrate thin sheet 
metals common in most 1980 model 
cars. The maintenance minded car 
owner should seriously consider the 
additional, extended protection 
against corrosion offered by af- 
ter market rust protection. 

This additional insurance against 
the perils of rust and the extra 
dollars spent to protect your in- 
vestment with a professionally ap- 
plied rust protection treatment could 
easily save you hundreds in the long 
run. 

However, the consumer should be 
aware that the difference in rust- 
proofing lies basically in the areas of 
application, tooling, technical 
specifications and ultimately dealer 
quality control. 

But what should an owner look for 
when shopping for a rust protection 
professional among the many 
companies offering this service? 

— Don’t shop for price alone. 
Consider the reputation of the dealer. 
How long has his company been in 
the rustproofing business? Ask 
former customers about the quality 
of his work and his willingness to 
make necessary adjustments. 

— Determine warranty provisions 
and the length of the warranty 
period. Does the warranty cover the 
entire car or only the parts sprayed 9 


What are the repair or adjustment 
provisions? Are there periodic in- 
spection requirements to insure 
continued protection? What steps are 
to be taken in the event of accident- 
related damage? Are there ex- 
clusions? All of these provisions 
should be spelled out clearly. Read 
the warranty first and ask for an 
explanation of points that are not 
clear. 

— Determine if the warranty is 
backed by the dealer, the sealant 
manufacturer, or both. If the dealer 
goes out of business, will the com- 
pany back the warranty? 

— Make certain the dealer will 
reach boxed-in areas, such as doors, 
quarter panels and trunk lids. Check 
the number and location of plugs to 
determine which areas were coated. 

— Ask questions about the sealant 
used, as well as application 
techniques. Ask for a demonstration 
and check other vehicles completed 
by the dealer. Some dripping of 
sealant is normally a good sign, 
indicating a thorough application. 

— Question the dealer’s knowledge 
of vehicle design. Does he know 
where to spray — and where not to — 
on your vehicle? Are rustproofing 
specifications tailored to your make 
and model? 

— Are rustproofing technicians 
certified through a training 
program? What tools will they use to 
ensure access to all rust-prone 
areas? 

A rusting vehicle is more than a 
cosmetic problem. Corrosion 
damages to important components 
such as the frame, steering linkage 
and brakelines can be a safety 
hazard. This is one reason the U.S. 
Department of Transportation 
recommends rust protection by an 
established specialist.

Smith advises motorists to make 
those checks on a monthly basis, with 
the exception of motor oil which 
should be checked with every tank of 
gasoline. 

All the procedures can be per- 
formed on a cold, non-running engine 
with the exception of the automatic 
transmission fluid. Perusal of the 
owner’s manual will provide the 


motorist with recommended in- 
tervals for other maintenance steps. 

“Of course, there’s more to 
keeping a vehicle performing than 
these basic tests. Air conditioning, 
wheel alignment and brakes should 
be checked periodically by an ex- 
pert,” he said “If motorists perform 
preventive checks on a regular basis, 
they will steer clear of huge repair 
bills and inconveniences.”

This summer could pose a problem 
for many drivers but you can lower 
the odds against trouble, if you take 
care of your car. 

“For instance, the carburetor is a 
life-support system for the 
automobile since its chief function is 
to provide the engine with the correct 
mixture or ratio of gasoline to air/* 
say the service experts at the Carter 
Carburetor Division of ACF In- 
dustries Inc. 

Like the neckbone that’s connected 
to the thighbone, etc. for the human 
body to move with ease, it takes a 
series of related parts to give your 
car driveability. 

“And it’s advisable to read the 
car’s manual, for newer cars, with 
their emission control devices, may 
start differently from old models, the 
Carter experts advise. 

The following test will tell what you 
know about carburetors and general 
car care. Score yourself as a good 
starter, a middle-of-the roader or a 
loser at the side of the road who 
should turn in the keys. 

SCORING: 4 correct answers 

at 10 points each - 40 

and 12 correct answers at 5 points 
each - 6 0

QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 

(1) Q: The air filter is something 


under the car body to control 
emissions. 

A: False. The air filter is located 
on top of the carburetor. It cleans the 
air that is sucked into the carburetor 
when your car’s engine is running. 

(2) Q: The float is a new disco step 
and in cars it registers the amount of 
gas in the tank. 

A: False. When it comes to cars, 
the “float system” is part of the 
carburetor that insures a constant 
level of gasoline in the carburetor 
bowl. 

(3) . Q: Your car’s air horn is what 
you toot to get someone's attention. 

A: False. The air horn is part of the 
carburetor’s top cover, and serves as 
the mount for the air filter. It is the 
only passageway for the air an 
engine needs to produce the air-fuel 
mixture that passes into the intake 
manifold on the combustion cham- 
ber. And it is combustion — the 
igniting of the air-fuel mixture by the 
spark plugs — that supplies the 
power to the engine to make it go. 

(4) Q: An idle mixture is something 
a chef throws together during his 
coffee break. 

A: False. An idle mixture refers to 
the mixture of fuel and air that must 
be adjusted by a carburetor so that, 
for instance, when waiting for a red 
light to turn green, the engine idles 
according to the manufacturer’s 
specifications. 

(5) Q: The “choke circuit” is both 
the territory that a magician travels 
with his sword-swallowing and make-

tachone end to the negative terminal 
of the good battery. 

(4) Clamp the other end of the 
second cable to a bolt or bracket on 
the engine block away from the 
battery — NOT to the negative post. 

With the last connection, sparks 
may occur — and you don’t want this 
to happen to close to the battery 
where they might ignite the invisible 
hydrogen gas that’s normally 
present around the battery’s vent 
caps. (The purpose of the cloth 
covering the vents is to inhibit 
sparks.) 

After you’ve made the proper 


hookup, try the startes for no more 
than 10 seconds. If the engine doesn’t 
kick in, allow the calbe to cool for 25 
seconds before trying again. Even 
the best all-copper heavy-duty cables 
and clamps can get very hot when 
carrying high current loads without a 
rest. If after three tries your engine 
hasn’t started, something other than 
a dead battery is probably wrong. 

Other precaustions that should be 
taken include: 

— Don’t smoke or use any open 
flame near the battery. 

— Don’t try to jump start, if ice has 
formed in the cells. 

— And don’t jump start amid 
heavy gas fumes.

/Ml of us are looking 
for ways to squeeze 
more miles out of a 
gallon of gasoline and 
there are lots of ways to 
do it. You can improve 
your driving habits. You 
can make sure your 
engine is running at 
peak efficiency. You 
can check tire inflation 
, and wheel alignment. 
You can use your air 
condi tioner less 
frequently. 

There are scores of 
things you can do to get 


better fuel economy. 
There are also many 
things that you should 
not do. 

The Motor Vehicle 
Manufacturers Asso- 
ciation, trade 
association for U.S. car, 
truck and bus makers, 
advises: 

Don’t tamper. 
Engines in today’s cars 
provide motorists with a 
good combination of 
performance, economy 
and low emissions. If 
you attempt to change 


any of these three areas 
it will be done at the 
detriment of at least one 
and possibly both of the 
other two. 

MVMA says there 
really is no need to 
tamper with an- 
tipollution equipment 
because it doesn’t hurt 
fuel economy. To the 
contrary , latest 
emission control 
equipment like the 
catalytic converter has 
enabled automotive 
engineers to improve 
fuel economy. 


Drivers of late model 
cars could not be more 
wrong, if they think that 
a few’ simple ad- 
justments to today’s 
emission control 
equipment can increase 
car performance and 
fuel economy, MVMA 
says. 

The best advice is to 
follow’ the service 
manual that comes in 
the glove compartment 
of all new cars. It can 
save motorists money 
not only in lower 
maintenance costs but 


less fuel consumption. 

Another form of 
tampering with engine 
controls on the car is to 
force feed regular, 
leaded gasoline into 
cars that call for 
unleaded gas. Contrary 
to some opinions, 
regular gas does not 
have any noticeable 
advantage over 
unleaded fuel in 
economy. Using leaded 
fuel on catalytic con- 
verter equipped cars 
only destroys the 
converter and the air.

believe-hanging and knife acts, and 
an integral part of your car's brake 
system. 

A: False. The “choke circuit” is 
that part of the carburetor that 
makes it possible to start the car. 
Actually, the choke is a control valve 
in the air horn that closes off the air 
passage when the engine starts cold 
and requires a rich mixture. 
Generally, it is controlled with a 
thermostat. 

(6) Q: A jet is an airplane you take 
when you're off to see grandma on 
the other side of the ocean; it 
describes one of her necklaces; it's a 
sudden rush of water. There’s a jet on 
your carburetor, too. 

A: True. Yes, and it is something 
like a screw a tiny hole engineered to 
regulate the flow of gasoline in the 
carburetor. If it clogs, there will be 
problems ! 

(7) Q: Low-speed and high-speed 
circuits are those areas so 
designated for track racing. 

A: False. The low-speed circuit is 
part of your carburetor designed for 
low speeds and idling the engine. The 
high-speed circuit, also part of the 
carburetor, does what it implies — 
permits the engine to move up to 
higher speeds. 


(8) Q: It's a good idea to keep your 
fuel tank filled. 

A: True. Keeping the gas tank 
filled as much as possible helps 
prevent condensation within the tank 
itself during cold weather. It can 
lessen the danger of ice forming in 
the fuel line and cutting off the supply 
of fuel to the carburetor, causing the 
engine to stall. 

(9) Q: A engine tune-up is 
necessary preventative maintenance 
for winter driving. 

A: True. Regular tune-ups will help 
give your car more miles per gallon 
of gas. Tune-ups are particularly 
desirable in winter because 
methodical inspection show what 
adjustments and even replacement 
of worn parts are necessary to keep a 
car at its best. Generally, a complete 
tune-up includes: Testing the bat- 
tery, engine compression, spark 
plugs; points and condenser, coil and 
ignition timing, distributor spark 
advance, fuel pump and carburetor, 
belt tension and emission control 
systems. 

(10) Q: Anti-freeze can deteriorate 

A: True. Anti-freeze does 

deteriorate over a period of time and 
so it is a good idea to make certain it 
meets certain test standards in your 
owner’s manual and does not permit 
rust and scale to form. When this 
happens, it can keep the radiator 
from functioning, the car to 
overheat, and even cause the engine 
block to crack. So, don’t just add 
some new f anti-freeze — replace it. 

(11) Q: All you need in the trunk of 
your car is that spare tire and a first- 
aid kit. 


A: False. Add to the spare tire and 
first-aid kit a jack, a flashlight, a 
heavy-duty electric lantern with a 
flashing light, a box of flares, a dry 
chemical fire extinguisher, and 
jumper cables. 

(12) Q: Hydroplaning is fun if 
you’re in a plane or skimming across 
water in a flat-bottomed boat. But if 
you’re on wheels on a wet or slushy 
road, it is a terrifying experience. 
When this happens, you should try to 
steer the car off the road. 

A: False. Hydroplaning causes a 
car to lose traction and you lose the 
ability to steer it. Lessen pressure on 
the accelerator and slow your speed. 
As soon as you can, check the tread 
on your tires. 


(13) Q: Ice in the fuel line can be 
melted by adding “dry gas” to the 
car's tank. 

A: False. Adding “dry gas” to the 
car’s tank only helps to prevent ice 
from forming in the first place. It will 
do nothing to melt ice in the gas line 
once it has formed. Should ice block 
your gas line, leave your car in a 
heated garage for several hours, or 
call your mechanic. 

(14) Q: Your car can hesitate in- 
stall when you accelerate because of 
a neglected emission control system 
or carburetor. 

A: True. A car’s emissions control 
system should be serviced according 
to the owner’s manual to help the 
engine run better and protect and 
improve air quality. Newest car- 
buretor systems are more complex 
because of the emission 
requirements and fuel economy. 
They should be checked by fully 
trained and qualified mechanics. 

Q: It’s a waste of time, money and 
effort to wash a car frequently, 
especially during winter. 

A: False. During winter, slush, 
sand and salt are especially harmful, 
causing corrosion, especially where 
there is rust or body scrapes and 
scratches. Washing your car 
regularly, even during summer, is 
recommended. In winter, when the 
temperature goes below 32 degrees 
F, the body and metal trim are 
particularly vulnerable to damage. 

(16) Q: It is possible to check if 
your car’s fuel delivery system is 
working, without turning on the 
ignition. 

A: True. If the engine won’t start 
after depressing the gas pedal 
several times, then again halfway 
and turning the starter, try again 
with the ignition turned off. Check 
the automatic choke — it can be 
reached by removing the air filter 
cover. If the choke valve is stuck in 
the open position, tap it a few times 
with a finger to release it. Try to start 
your car again. Doesn’t work? Try 
again, turn off ignition and hold 
choke open and at the same time 
have someone else step on the ac- 
celerator. Gasoline should spurt out 
of the carburetor pump jets. If it 
doesn’t respond to this effort, you 
may have an accelerator pump or 
fuel pump problem. See your 
mechanic. 
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
